Public Health—Local Boards of Health;—101nt Board;
Use of Funds. Robert E. Davis, Leavenworth County .

Attorney, Leavenworth, January 19, 1984.

The city of Leavenworth and Leavenworth’ County
may withhold budget approval, and may refuse to fund
the Leavenworth city-county board .of health, where

“the board’s proposed budget does not take into ac-

count accumulated funds under control of the board,

or where the budget includes expendltures which the »
city or county determine are not necessary for pubhc“

health activities of the board.
In the absence of a charter ordinance and a charter
resolution providing otherwise, the Leavenworth

city-county board of health has exclusive control over
the expenditure of all moneys paid to the credit of its

treasurer for health mental health and sanltahon pur-
poses.

The Leavenworth cxty-county board of health may .-
take and hold property in accordance with its statutory -
powers, and incidental to its statutory purposes.. Ac-.
cordingly, the board has authority to use funds’ under
its control to acquire a building to house its opera--
tions.
